Extension Of Baldwin AvC'

Mrs. Alva Cruzen of 225 Sunny- 
side avenue suffered a fractured 
right leg, bruises and severe 
shock, and Mrs. Alice Bosworth 
of the same address received 
lacerations about the face Tues¬ 
day morning in a spectacular 
two-car collision at the intersec¬ 
tion of Villa Roard and the West 
Central avenue extension. Both 
were rushed to the St. Luke’s 
Hospital for emergency treat¬ 
ment. 

Alva Cruzen, husband of Mrs. 
Cruzen, was driving at the time 
of the accident, and 


Arcadia and Sierra Madre city 
officials joined forces this week 
in supporting the Arcadia Bald¬ 
win Avenue Improvement Asso¬ 
ciation in its active campaign to 
secure the extension of Baldwin 
avenue through the Baldwin es¬ 
tate from Foothill to Huntij'igton 
Drive.

The opening of this roadway 
would give Sierra Madre direct 
access to the Santa Anita race 
track, and would cross all of the 
main east-west traffic arteries of 
the San Gabriel Valley which in 
turn offer quick driving to Los 
Angeles and to eastern points 
as San Bernardino and the or-

All three passengers were tem¬ 
porarily trapped in the machine 
as It lay on its side, ahd ambu¬ 
lance attendants were forced to 
cut through the top to release 
Cruzen from the wreckage.

Little Gallery Show Brings 
Work Of Many Out. 
standing Painters

Our Little Gallery exhibition 
for February Is a tremendous 
success comprising as it does 
many of the big names of West¬ 
ern painting and showring 24 
beautiful and outstanding pictures 
by members of the Academy of 
Western Painters. Many of these 
paintings have been exhibited in 
the great g;alleries of America 
and it is a big boost to our 
Little Gallery to have raised art 
appreciation to the point where 
we can obtain such fine pictures 
for our hometowrn. 

During the year we hope to 
have an exhibit of radical and 
modern painting to complement 
this show and as an educational 
unit in the useful campaign of 
art culture which our Little Gal¬ 
lery Is sponsoring for the people 
of Sierra Madre, and, it seems, 
for many out-of-towners, too, 
judging by the visitors at last 
Sunday’s reception. 

"Honest Painting” they call it 
and indeed it Is so. ’Truthful, 
thoughtful representations of life 
and nature around us are skill¬ 
fully and happily blended in tra¬ 
ditional style and color. 

Lately the modems and radi¬ 
cals have brushed academic paint¬ 
ing aside in their loudly heralded, 
well publicized campaign to set a 
new tempo for twentieth century 
art and an excellent showing 
they have made. But tradition 
cannot be easily submerged by 
Innovation and so, tradition has 
bobbed up again with a “not-to- 
be-downed” air of certainty. 

Nothing ostentatious here, no 
fireworks, no contraverslal sub¬ 
jects, none of the sensational, 
suggestive or cryptic opuses 
which, lately, have so often 
startled or amused us and pro¬ 
vided critics writh handmade leads 
and supplied the tinder to feed 
raging fires of denunciation on 
the one side and Intense support 
on the other. 

The last word wdll probably 
show that radical and academic 
art owe much to each other. 
Radical art is a tree springing 
from the everlasting mountain of 
academic tradition and sooner or 
later It will become a part of the 
forest or be squeezed out by 
more robust growth. 

Our Sunday afternoon recep¬ 
tion was a wonderfully successful 
venture. We had the largest at¬ 
tendance that has turned out for 
one of these affairs, and a chatty 
visiting crowd it was.

with any electric lines. It should 
be remembered that the kite 
string is at an angle and may 
pass over the electric lines a 
long distance away and entrely 
out of sight. 

“It is also very important that 
should a kite become entangled in 
electric wires no attempt should 
be made to remove it. Under no 
circumstances should a child 
climb a pole in an attempt to 
bring down a kite. The proper 
thing to do is call the electric 
company, telephone company or 
streetcar company to which the 
wires belong. Linemen with 
proper equipment will be sent to 
take the kite from the lines. It 
is un.safe to try to pull down a 
kite which has become entangled 
in electric lines. The wires may 
be pulied together causing a 
short-circuit. It can happen in 
such cases that wires break and 
fall to the ground causing ser¬ 
ious injury to anyone who may 
be near them. 

“In making or flying a kite 
no metal or metallized cord 
should be used. It is dangerous to 
use wire or tinsel cord, or the 
so-called Christmas cord with 
metal strands in it, for a kite 
string. Such materials are con¬ 
ductors of electricity. It is also 
important to remember that a 
damp string becomes a conduc- | 
tor of electricity when it touches j 
an electric line.
